“The truth of the matter is that 
the fate of the banka is inseparably

What happened to the country hap 
pened to the banks and what hap 
pened to the banks is In no way dit. 
ferent or detached from what hap- 
pened to the people. They are all 
part of the sams pattern, of the same 
continuous stream of events. No one 
element in that stream of events can 
be called the cause of depression. 
“If the banka caused trouble to 
some of our people it was because 
they were irresistibly forced to pass 
on troubles that came to them from 
other people.
